Prophet here, under 
the Conduct of the Hoty Spirit who chovles ail his 
Words in infinite Wifdom, puts the Ve? before the Eaf ; 
intending, as] conceive, thereby to fignify, that the gioii- 
ous Revival of Religion, and the wide and diffulive Spread ot 
vital Chriftianity, in the latter Times of the Gofpe!, fiould 
begin in the more we/lerly Parts, and proceed to thefe more 
eafterly. And while it fhould be doing fo, or fhortly after, 
great Oppofitionfhould arife, the Enemy fhould come in asa Flicd :

Rev. Sir, 

Take the Liberty of inclofing to you my Sentiments of 

the Orphan- Houfe in GeorGiaA ; aflurfhg you, They 
are the Refult of my impartial Judgment, upon the molt 
exact Scrutiny. I have conceived fo great an Opinion of 
that Inftitution, that I fhall do all in my Power to promote it. 
A Copy of faid Letter I fent long fince to my Rev. and dear 
Brother Mr. Casper. 


Mr. Smitnu’s Sentiments of the Orphan-Houfe which 
be enclofed, are as follow : 
To the Rev. Mr. Witti1am Coorer in Bolton. 

Rev. and dear Sir, 

AVING lately, to my great Satisfation, vifited the 

Orphan-Houfe in GeorGta, I believe it will not be 

difagreable to you, to have my Senti ments of it thus com- 
municated to the World. 

I can fecurely refer you for Particulars to the Letter, your 
Son Wiliam wrote you from Beihefda, ‘Jan. 1%. 1741,2- 
which was printed 1 in the Boffon Gazette, April 23d. 1742, as 
2 verv fair and i oe partial Reprefentation of Things, as they 
hood Then ; nor have anit EVE dany mate rial Alterat 
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being put to Flight when the Colony was invaded, and their 
difcharging fome hired white Servants, who too much en- 
creas’d their Expences.----] was wonderfully pleas’d with the 
Scituation and admirable Contrivance of the fdou/e, with the 
many Accommodations within, and Improvements without -; 
But it really requires fome Alaffer of Defcription, and much 
ftronger Language than mine, to convey a full Idea of the 
Economy and religious Rules and Government of the Family.-- 
It confifts at prefent of 72 Perfons, 42 of them Orphans and 
Objeé?s of Charity. --- The Gentleman who Juperintends the 
fecular Affairs of it, feems excellently qu talified for his Pro- 
vince ; and fpares no Pains or Fatigue in his Management or 
Provifion ; animated with a Senfe of Duty, and infpired with 
a Principle of true Chriftian Charity.---- The otherGentleman 
who officiates as Preacher, and has the religious Concerns of 
the Houfe peculiarly committed to him, is, I think, a moft 
ferious and fpiritual Man, much experienced in ‘the divine 
Life, and ftudious to promote it in others; and the happy 
Fruits of his Care, Diligence, and fervent Prayers, are un- 
deniably vilible, efpecially in fome date Awakenings among 
them.----I fpeak it without Prejudice, I never, to my Know- 
ledge, in any Society whatever, have feen more of the Face 
of Religion.----Order, Decorum, and Regularity reign Flere. 
Solemn Devotion, and focial Harmony, are two of its great 
Beauties.----Thefe, with the pleafingAppearances of Heal: . 
and Contentment, would tempt me to fpend my whole Li! 
among them, did not Providence and D: ity point me out 
other Conshe.--of} know, dear Sir, fome among you have 
re repdiinenal our dear HY bitefield as an importunate Beggar :---- 
the this they have unwarily done him Honour ; tor who can 
be too importunate in begging for an Houfe of Mercy 2 --- Such 
thi is has been to the Sex/s and Bodies of many already ; 
and fince I have feen it, 1 think it my Duty to turn Beggar 
too, and upon this Occafion to recommend it to Chriflians of 
every Denom: ‘nation, as oneQoject of their Care andCharity. 
--- This I'm fure is to wifit the Fat! bervefs in their AMfliction.-- 
This makes us Eyes to the Blind, and Feet to the Lame.---- 
Nor do I cail him @ Corifian, who eats his Morfel alone,and 
is not glad of every fuch Opportunity to honour the Lorn 
with hisSubttance.---Not to be further tedious, I can heartily 
recommend this Houfe, as a Seminary of true Piety and good 
Ovéer 5 and am not witheut Hopes, that Providence is here 
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aying the Foundation of human Litcra‘ure alfo, and that 
Pojterity, if not we our felves, will fee an Academy arife in 
Georgia out of an Orphan- House. With my belt Wifhes for

Continuation of the State of Religion ct NortTuamp 
Ton ta the County of li AMPSAIR E about a hundred 
Miles weitward of Bosron ; By the Rev. Mr. Ep- 
Ww agi in a Letier ta the Rev. Mr. Prince, dated 
Dec. 12. 1743. 
Ver ‘ the great Work of Gop that was wrought 
here about xiae Years azo, there has been a great abid- 
ing Alteration in thzs Town in many Refpects. ‘There has 
been vattly more Religion kept up in the Town, among all 
Sorts of Perfons, in reiigious Exerciies, and if commonCon 
verfation, than ufed to be before : Vhere has remain’d a 
more general Serioufnefs and Decency in attending the gub- 
lick Worfhip : There has been a very great Alteration a- 
mong the 2outh of the “Town, with Refpect to revelling, 
frolicking, profane and unclean Converfation, and lewd 
Songs : Inftances of Fornication have been very rare : There 
has aifo been a great Alteration amougil both cfd and young 
with Refpect to Tavern-haunting. 1 fuppofe the Town has 
been in no Meafure fo free of Vice in thefe Refpedts,tor any 
long Time together, for thi /ix/y Years, as it has been t115 
nine Years patt. “‘Vhere has alfo been an evident Alteration 
with Reipect to a charitable Spirit tu the Poor: (tho? Dihink 


with Regard to this, we in thi s Vown, as the Land in ce: e- 
ral, come far fhort of Goip el Rules.' Aad tho’ after thag 
great Work mine Years ago there has been a verv lamentable 
Decay of religious Afiections, and the Engagednefs of Peo- 
ple’s Spirit, in Religion ; yet many Secieties for Praver and 
focial Religion were all along kept vp ; and there were fome 
few Tattances of Awakening aud deep Concern about 
the Things of another World, even in the mail dead Time. 
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In the Year1740 in the Spring, before Mr, Wuire- 
FIELD Came to this Town, there was a vilible Alreration : 
There was more Serioufnefs, and religious Converfation, ef- 
pecially among young People : Thofe Things that were of 
ill Tendency among them were more foreborn : and it was 
a more frequent Thing for Perfons te vifit their Minilter upon 
Soul Accounts . and in fome particular Perfons there appear- 
ed a great Alteration, about that Time. And thus it conti- 
nued till Mr. I hitefeld came to Town, which was about the 
middle of Oaber tollowing : he preached here four Sermons 
in the Mecting-Houfe, (belides a privateLed?ure at my Houls) 
one on Friday, another on Seturday, and two upon the Sab- 
bat. TheCongregation was extraordinarily melted by every 
Sermon ; almoft the wholeAffemb!y being inTear rsfor a great 
Partof Sermon Time. Mr. I} /stcKela’s Sermons were fui- 
table to the Circumftances of the Town ; containing jutt 
Reproofs of our Backflidings, and in a moft moving and af- 
fecting Manner,making Ute of our great Profeffion and great 
Mercies as Arguments with us to return toGop,from whom 
we had departed. Immediately after this the Minds of the 
People in general appear’d more engaged in Religion, fhew- 
lig a greater Forwardnefs to make Religi on the Subjeét of 
then Converfation, and to meet frequentiv together for reli- 
gious Purpofes, and to embrace all Opportuniues to hear the 
Word preached. The Revival at fir/t appear’d chiefly among 
Profi ijars, and thofe that had entertained the Hope that they 
were in a State of Grace, to whom Mr, Jd hiiehield chiefly ad- 
drefs’d himfelf; but in a verv fhort Time there appeared an 
Awakening and deep Concern among fone vaung Perjons that 
looked upon themfelves as in aChriitletsSrate 5 and there were 
fume hopetul Appearances of Conver fiom ; and tome Profefiors 
were greatly revived. Ln about al fenth or (xll evds there was 
a sreatAlteration in the Town, both as to the Revivals of Pro- 


fellurs, and Awakenings of others. By the mdals of Decem- 
éer avery contiderable We rs of Gor ca oe J among thofe 
that were very young , and the Revival of Religion continued
